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THE NOTIFIABLE DISEASES. 

DISEASES AND CONDITIONS REQUIRED TO BE REPORTED IN THE SEVERAL STATES. 

With the development of health departments and a growing desire 
on the part of communities to prevent the controllable diseases in so 
far as is practicable, increasing attention has naturally been given 
to the reporting of cases of disease. No health department which 
takes its work seriously is long in finding out that its efficiency de- 
pends upon a knowledge of where disease is and the frequency with 
which it is occurring, information which is obtained, under present 
social conditions, almost entirely from reports of cases made by 
practicing physicians. 

The progress which is being made in the State requirements for the 
notification of disease is shown by the following statement of the 
number of States ' in which the several enumerated diseases were 
notifiable in July, 1911, and the number in which they were notifi- 
able by law or regulation on January 1, 1916. The development of 
morbidity reports indicates clearly the advances being made in health 
administration in the several States and the ever widening scope of 
the work of the health departments.
